Chaffeo and took his personal nows for the
snma o order to have the pill of sale exe-
cuted. In that ease the courts wowdd have to
dovide whether or not this was not done for
the purposo os beating other ereditors. "

from Mr. E, M, Asheraft, a Chicagoattorney,
who arrved here Toesday to look after the
interests of the hank,

earrled him for as much as  &1,000,000,

1 supposo the
Habilities will reach &1,000,000,while the nssets
are perhaps double that amount, 1 be-
lieve Mr. Howall will hoave £1,000,000 leflt
after everything is settled up, although 1 ao
not yvot know just how the figures will look."

Said Mr, Bartlett: *“We hold the proporty
on a chattel morteage, and the question
which the court will be ealled upon o declds
is whether or not that mortgage had any-
thing in it W make it an  assignment.
If so, tho bank has  no  security,
We took the mor tgnge to protect ourselvos
on our own clalm and not as ussignee for the
benefit of all creditors, If tho court holos
that it s an assignment, we are pluced on a
I.uwrl \\'lih other creditors o get whut we
cap,'

Mr. Jewott sald he could not explain the
fallure, but intimated that o brother of Mr,
S. R. Howell had something to do w ith it

In refuting tho theory that Chaffee was an

lumber compiny’s Habilities to the bunk,

Spooner 18, Howell, hewd of the firm, was
seon last night but refused to be interviewed,
This morning ho ncknowledged that the firm
npnd gone to the wall. *“The susponsion,”’
sald he, “ls ouly o tanporary one, however-
Our ussets will niore than medt the linbilities
and we shall soon be on our fest again," The
falluro wins enused, he sald, by continued
drufts on the firm here by branches ut
Atahison and Omaha,

Presiaent Guage of the First Nationnl bank,
spenking of the matter today, smd: “While
Howell had an almost unlimited amount of
ervdit personnlly in the bank, we found it
necessary to foreclose yesterday in order to
protect the bank. Mp. Howell’s brother wis
going at such a rato as to scare ovory bank
In this city. It wus rumgred that other
oreditors wero about to swoeop down upon
them and we had to take this step to save
ourselves,

T'he local attorney for the firm said: **The
trouble has been brought about by George
Howell, who manpged the firm's affairs in
south, He made breaks of huge proportions
which the local end hud to see through., As
o resulty it overdrew its necounts and finally
the latter threatoned to foreclose, The Pirst
National got there first, The firm will pay
its Habilities and resuuie business at once,

President Howell sald: Tt will tako sov-
oral days to slze up the situntion. 1 ecannot
oven sny whether the thans' aflairs are io very
bad econdition, The trouble s all in the
wostern branch of the busiuess, Evorything
has been woing on nicely and the books will
show thit we were making money, but while
we have been moking it we have been paying
it out until the pressure wis too great,”

Mr. Howell said that other clalms ngainst
the company wero comparatively small,
Somo mouths ago Mr, Howell, as president of
the company, was indicle by tho
fedoral  grand jury  for o violation
of the interstate commerce law., Tho
charge was that the company or
its agents had bribed the welghmustors of
various ronds to certify to false welgnt on
shipments of lumber, and many rumors wero
given publieity in connection therewith, oue
beingg to the effect that the ronds which wore
alloged to have suffered from those nlloged
fulse weights, had foreed the eompany to pay
large sums in damage to, the ageregato being
put us high as $50.000, Mr. Howell today
ndmitted that theso rumors weroe an eloment
In the trouble, as they had damaged the
company's credit,

In a statoment made to a moercantile agency
last Maven 55, 1L Howell pitced bis nssets at
£.000,000, linbilities at S0¢,000, and the
opinion Is expressed in business circles hore
that the firm will bo atle to meet Its obliga-
tions.

“To form sven an approximate estimate of
present assets and iluhillitiuq," sald the man-
nger of tho mercantile agency this morning,
“waonld be impossible, nod it is probable the
firm does not know. It will take some timae
to figure up ull outstanding  obligutions and
paper due to the irm,  Unless, however, the
statoment made lnst Maroh was falso or there
has been some gross mismanagement within
the pust ninety doys, there s every reason to
believe that all creditors will be paid lo full,Y
